The Meetingn of the Mothodist Stnte Conven.
flon-The SNecond Day's Hesslon—The Tople
nand the Discussion.

The second day’s sesaion of the Methodist State
Convention was held this mornlog in Hortleulturad
Hall. The proceedings were opened with devo-
tional exercises. The 1084 panlm was read by Rev,
George Peck., The hymn, “Before Jehovali's Awlul
Throne,” was sung under the direction of Mr. Wil-
IIL“mL 3. Fischer, aud prayer was offored by Mr,

ALDEMMAN BRITLER.—THi8 morning Lientenant Kii-

Captain MeCusker then Interferad, when Liesutenant
Killucky directed the srrest of MeCasker anid several
offthe patrol. The other party were all al'owed togo,
except the man who was held by Captaia MeCusker,
George A. Napler and John Rowlett, two of the
patrol, testified to the facts, and the Lisntenant was
held in §500 bail for trial

The bombardment lasted only four days, as
has been reported, and there is much surprise
expresecd that no more vigorous defense was
made. It is sald the people of the city insisted
on capitulation. At Lille it is thought the sur-
render was due to treachery, and was brought
about by Bonapartists, who are known to be
scheming with their allies In the island of
Jersey and in London,

The Plan of the Bonnpnrtists
is to place the Prince Imperial on the throne,
with the Empress Engenie as regent.

An Entertnlning Scene nt the White Heuse.
Spectal Despatoh to The Bwaning Telegrap

WasnINGTON, Oct, 18, —Gen. Cameron, who arrived
last night. and Jadge Kelley, who arrived this morn-
ing, were hoth at the White House to-day and had
an interview with the President. Kelley got in first
and was warmly received by Grant, who congratu-
lated the Judge on his defeat of Colonel Thomas
and the free-traders 'n the Fourth district.

Kelley had scarcely got under way with what he
had to gay to the President before Cameron’s oard
came in, followed closely by the old man himselr,
Of course, anyvthing like private talk on the part of
Kelley with the President was brought to a clos=,
The conversation became general, and turned
almost entirely upon the late electlon in your
State,

Both Cameron and Kelley were surprised at how
lttle the President geemed to know of the resalt,
He dld not secm to have heard of the defeat of Gll-
fillan or of Donley. Altogether, he expressed him-
pelf aa well pleamed with the result in the State,
Both Kelley and Cameron united in urging the ap-

FROM EUROPE.

Unpture of Chntenvdan,

Tours, Oct, 19.—The following oflicial newe
is made public by the Minister of War: —

Vespone, Oct. 19.—Chatenndun was cap-
tured last night by the Prussians after a siege
lasting from noon till 10 o'clock at night. I3
was defended by the troops of (ha Natlonal
Guard and 900 franc-tireurs, who retired dis-
puting every foot of ground. The Prussian
forces were 8000 strong, and they were well
gupplied with artillery.

The Armies nt Orlenos.

There is no official news whatever from the
two large armies now confrouting each other
near Orleans. It is understood the French are
slowly falling back, and that the FPrussians
seem to be returning towards Orleans, thus de-
feating the plan of the Freneh general to draw
them on. Tours i& filled with French troops who
have just arrived.

American Voluntoers nt Tours.

A band of Irish and American volanteers has
just arrived here. They are now marching
through the streets, carrying the American and
French Hags.

Explosion at Sedan.

Loxpox, Oct. 19.—An ammunition wagon
was blown up yesterday mnear the castle at
Sedan. The greatest congternation was created.
The gates of the town were closed, the draw-
bridges drawn up, and the guards recalled to
the castle, as it was thought an attack had been
made. Order was soon restored. however.
Three Bavarians were killed by the explosion,
and a great number injured. The accident was
caused by a spark from a smoker's pipe.

Anether Meortle nt Parls.

On Friday, October 14, the Parisians made
another sortie with several battalions of treops
and they were repulsed. A French entrenching
party at Villejuif was driven into the city on
the same day. Five husdred French pris-
oners, Gardes Mobiles, escaped from Dormans,
on the 16th, near Chateau Thierry, during an
attack by frape-tireurs.
